SABOS HEATY 

Retired fanners who move to town 
seldom find eity life "what it is 
cracked up to be," accordinsr to W. 
1). Xicholls, head of the farm eco- 
nomic?; department of the College of 
Airriculture. 

Farm management studies which 
have been made In Kentucky point 
out this fact as one of the most 
fletrimental to country life, he said. 
"Such movement often fails to 
bring contentment and pleasure an- 
ticipated and the retired farmer in 
IboBt casea^ is not satisfied with the 
change. Time hangs heavily on his 
hands and living expenses are higher 
than he anticipated. He then feels 
it necessary to exact the last penny 
that can be expected from the ten- 
ant on bis farm thereby making the 
latter dissatisfied and destroying the 
incentive of the renter to keep up 
the land and take care of the im- 
provements."

nWS or THE SCHOOLS 

According to the tentative pro- 
gram sent out recently by the State 
Department of Bdncation, the Paris 
City Schools stand next to those of 
Louisville, or second In the State, In 
the development of vocational trades 
classes. The Paris City School has 
this year conducted night claflaai in 
mechanical drawing for railroad 
shop men, furniture repairing, com- 
mercial law, bookkeeping, short- 
hand,, dressmaking and millinery, 
and an extensive program la * being i 
worked out for the coming y^r. | 

The summer school, which began i 
Monday of last week, is being well j 
patronized. This will be a regular 
part of the City School system, and 
will be free to all students hying in 
this city. Regular tuition raftes are 
to be charged students residing out- 
side of Paris. The objects of the 
course are threefold: First, to give 
any student who has failed in any 
subject a chance t6 make n up;
